TO CROWD ON GROUND

First Radio Expetiment of Its 
| ' Kind in St. Louis Proves 
| Successful.

The first experiment ever mado 
in St. Louis in radto broadcasting 
'from an airplane was carried ovt 
| successfully at Lambert-St. Louis 
'Field yesterday with a set furnished 
'o0 the Thirty-fifth Division in 
| Corps by the War Department. 

Taking off before a crowd of sev- 
| eral hundred persons at 4 p. m., 
| Maj. ©. R. Waseall, commanding 
' the air unit, was in the air with his 
| flying radio set for 40 minutes, dur- 
, ing 20 mineftes of which the crowd 
on the ground plainly heard an ad- 
dress broadcast by Mai. Wassal's 
passenger, Maj. William B. Robert- 
son, tontract air mail carrier. 

Explaining the experiment today 
Robertson said that he unreeted the 
500-foot aerial of the set when the 
airplane reached af altitude of 1200 
feet over the fiéld. 

Amazed ta Success. 

“If vou get this signal lay out 
two ground strips,” were my first 
word,” Maj. Robertson said. f 
was amazed to see that the first 


on 


signal was received. Within a few 
seconds the men on the ground 
were laying out two strips of cloth 
n the field. 

“Then I gave a short talk on the 
air mail, while Maj. Wasga!l!l circled 
the field, sometimes flying as far 
as three miles from the hangars. 
During all that time, I learned lat- 
jer, the crowd at the hangar heard 
every word I said ag*it came from 
|the loud speaker. 

“We made the flight on the 
gravity tank and after I had talked

In the Mississippi basin alone, comprising 
the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio and Illinois Rivers, 
‘we have a navigation system of 9000 miles which 
‘will serve 20 states and can be developed and made 
operative for $125,000,000. 

| What will such a system do? It will knock down 
ithe “toll gates erected around those states by the 
high railroad rates necessitated by the war.” Be- 
cause of these high railroad rates the farmers are 
at a disadvantage with competing countries that 
enjoy pre-war rates. The rivers will give the farmers 
pre-war rates. Mr. Hoover cites the Mississippi 
barge line as showing what the rivers can do for bulk 
commodities. He quotes this interesting comparative 
statement of costs for freighting 1000 bnshels of 
wheat 1000 miles as “demonstrated by actual rates 
current today:” 

By lake and ocean steamers from $ 20 to $ 30 

By river barges....... 60 to 70 

EE ES .. 150 to 200 

But what of the railroads? Does river development 
threaten their prosperity? Not a whit more than it 
threatens the farmer's future with its reclamation 
program. 

Here are some figures on that point: Our traffic 
has grown in 25 years from 114 billion ton miles to 
414 billion ton miles—or more than tripled. In an- 
other quarter of a century, at a much less rate of 
increase that volume will be doubled. How are we 
going to move it? Can we build railroad facilities 
to do it? The cost would be prohibitive—especially 
the cost of terminals because of the tremendous in- 
crease in land values. The rivers, with “their con- 
tinuous terminals spread along the whole water- 
fronts of our towns, go far to solve the problem of 
increased terminals and crowded streets.” 

And there is that touchstone of present and future 
industry—our greatest undeveloped resource—hydro- 
electric power. We have 55,000,000 horsepower in 
our inland waters, only 11,000,000 of which has been 
developed. With this force harnessed and put to 
work by the development of our rivers we shall be 
on the way to the fulfillment of our economic and 
social destiny.. 

Such is the prospectus submitted by our Secretary 
of Commerce. It is a striking instrument. In its 
facts and conclusions it reveals the research and 
logic of the engineer. In its conception and the 
methods proposed for carrying out the stupendous 
enterprise it embodies the vision of the statesman 
in which the rivers of water become rivers of gold. 
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FRAUD IN CAP AND BELLS. 


Will our dignified Election Commissioners be able 
to listen with straight faces to the learned counsel 
for Messrs. Gray and Bogy, when he appears to argue 
their petitions for a recount of the Eleventh District 
Republican primary vote, filed Saturday? 

As counsel for Gray, the attorney will argue that 
his client was defrauded of votes for the benefit of 
Henri Chouteau, the nominee.

AN ENDLESS WARFARE. 

Insects are unrelenting in their conquest of the 
earth. They destroy forests, crops and orchards. They 
spread disease among humans and animals. They 
cross mountains and oceans to invade-new lands. Of 
marvelous fecundity, their myriad numbers swarm 
across the earth to take heavy toll from every land. 
Some scientists foresee their ultimate victory, but 
others turn to the conflict with greater confidence. 

Birds help humanity in this endless competition, 
and deserve consideration due delightful allies. Nor 
are the insects in accord; some prey on others, and 
help to check this plague. Yet men must rely on 
their own resources of defense in large measure, and 
it is in this that science holds hope of ultimate tri- 
umph. Insecticide and fungicide are given much 
study by Government experts. 

These patient warriors of peace have developed a 
calcium arsenate formula that holds promise of con- 
quering the boll weevil. They have devised a poison 
gas, fatal to flies, but harmless to higher animals. 
They have made progress in fighting the chinch 
bugs that prey on our grain crops. They distribute 
arsenic to war upon the fungi so damaging to our or- 
chards. They are commanders in an attack so 
sweeping that the multitudinous nature of our insect 
enemies becomes somewhat less terrifying. 

There are no medals and little fame for those who 
make this war. The world does not cultivate the 
acquaintance of science to any marked extent. But 
there should be appreciation and more co-operation 
than there is. But that should come with time. Peo- 
ple generally have learned the danger of house files, 
and how to be rid of them. Mosquito hatcheries are 
oiled and yellow fever is eliminated and malaria re- 
duced. Practical orchardists do not neglect to spray 
their trees. Some protection is provided for live- 
stock and for crops. It is a long fight, perhaps an

That is why the Illinois primaries are being 
so widely discussed and why we hear no more of 
what happened in Pennsylvania. The Illinois pri- 
maries struck at the keystone of our political struc- 
ture. The greatest experiment ever made in democ- 
racy will fail if the ballot can be prostituted. 

Fortunately, the country sees this. It is already 
moving against it. If the Senate dares seat the man 
sent. to it by corporate interests in Illinois there 
will not be a man who so voted whom the wrath of 
the people will spare. Illinois, meanwhile, does noth- 
ing. Sb. is too fast in the clutches of the big busi- 
ness interests which have brought her to this plight.

mer, a mechanical engineer by profession and a graduate of Stevens 


Institute of Technology at Hoboken, is the man. 


Reaching—a lit- 


eral, tense straining of the muscles as well as a mental reaching— 


constitutes the form of exercise. 


on an oil expedition in Mexico, 

was taken down with a severe 
attack of malarial,fever. The dis- 
ease ravaged his body and de- 
pressed his spirits. He was obliged 
to leave his work and return to the 
United States for adequate medical 
attention. 

He sought the advice of phy- 
sicians, who treated him for 4 va- 
riety of disorders. Months «lapse, 
and when® his case showed little 
progress, he dug into physiology, 
anatomy, biology and the chemical 
sciences, with ‘he hope of under- 
standing his own condition more 
intelligently. To this study Brenh- 
mer brought his own technical 
equipment and engineering knowl- 
edge. Then, as he relates it: 

“One morning I awoke feeling 
more depressed than usual. 1 was 
young, well equipped for my prc- 
fession and very ambitious to suc- 
ceed. But my physical and mentul 
depression, brought on by ihe ma- 
larial fevers, handicapped me al- 
most to the point of elimination 
from the _ race. Instinctively I 
stretched my arms above my head, 
reaching high up, as though to 
draw energy and inspiration from 
above. On relaxation, I felt a flow 
of energy all through me aud a 
strangely stimulating sensation. I 
repeated this reaching as an cxer- 
cise and it dawned upon me that in 
this simple, wholly instinctive and 
natura] movement help fo: my con- 
dition might lie.” 

From that point on Brehmer 
plunged more enthusiastically into 
research work, seeking in science 
some sound basis for such a thedry. 
And he earnestly believes he haus 
found it.

Brehmer’s concept of the indi- 
vidual is in the terms of energy. 
He finds the living organism an 
energy transforming, energy using 
vehicle driven forward by a “per- 
energy stream.’ In the 
possibilities for increasing this 
energy flow, particularly in persons 
suffering from a low energy level 
with consequent psychic disorgani- 
zation, he»sees,a wide field for 
remedial work. 

In machines the great problem 
is to get a maximum output of 
concentrated energy, as electricity, 
for a given input of raw energy. 
The same holds true with the hu-

man organism. Food or raw 
‘“bound’’ energy is taken into the 
system and the digestive processes 
free this energy, which flows in 
the general direction of the brain, 
the co-ordinating and control cen- 
ter. With human beings, therefore, 


the ever increasing need becomes 


to get a greater content of concen- 
trated or electrical energy from any 
given quantity of food, air, sun- 
shine, water and all the other 
forms of environal energy. 


REHMER believes that the

pirational mental mood, will 
achieve such a highly desired re- 
sult in this manner. 

“It is well known that muscle tis- 
sue, by virtue of its very fine, long 
densely packed fibre cells, is the 
center of a tremendous concentra- 
tion of surface ‘tensile’ energy.

bearing substances in the blood 
stream.” 

His point is that by extending 
the muscle tissue area, which can 
be done by continued reaching ex- 
ercisés, a greater energy flow will 
result. 

Brehmer also finds that by trans- 
lating vital phenomena in terms of 
a single variable energy, ‘‘we are 
helped to visualize clearly the es- 
sential unity of the organism and 
to comprehend the relations  be- 
tween all of the organism's internal 
and external activities.’’ 

N developing a background for 

his thesis, the biological student 

reached deep into the evolution- 
ary history of man and interpreted, 
in the light of his views, the begin- 
pings of our present physical struc- 
trire. : 

“There was a very remote time,” 
he suggests, ‘when our struggling 
forefathers did much _ crawling 
around on all fours. But some- 
where in the crowd there were a 
few bright aspiring fellows who 
learned to reach up with their fore- 
limbs and take vigorous hold of 
things.” 

Brehmer rates this comparative- 
ly simple trick of rearing up on 
two legs to grasp something out 
of easy reach ‘“‘thé greatest inven- 
tion in human history.” 

Civilization of man, accordingly, 
advanced in direct proportion to 
his growth of reaching out abilities. 

RANSPLANTING this theory 
r from the realm of the physical 
and scientific to the metaphysi- 
cal and imaginative presents few 


_ difficulties. 


Most of the aspirational phrase- 
ology in English seems to be woven 
about the word “reach"’ and its 
synonyms. You “reach’’ for your 
goai. You “strive’’ for success, ' 

There is also the phrase “to reach 
around,’ which might be termed a 
by-product of the direct strain. In- 
genuity, resourcefulness, cunning, 
mental and physical devices for 
“reaching around,” might have re- 
sulted by implication from the 
original “reaching out.”
